A MARK OF INTERROGATION. 


The first general census in Russin was taken in 
January in 1897, but—as may be expected in such n vast 
country—the difficulties ure so t that the returns 
cannot be vouched for as absolutely correct. Compared 
with Western countries, a Russia is 
rather crude. Prior to 1897 the census had been taken 
ten times, but this was to find out how many males 
there were who paid or ought to pay taxes. The first 
census took place so far back as 1724, when the number 
of inhubitants was set down at 14,000,000 in round 
figures; in 1897 the number was given as 129,000,000, 
including. Finland. 

Friday, March 1, 1901, was the day chosen for the 
enumeration of the people in India; the choice of the 
day had to be made with due consideration for the native 
customs. It was four days before full moon, and, while 
the light would be sufficient to allow the schedules to be 
checked before midnight, the pve movement towards 
the sacred rivers for the lunar bathing festivals would 
not yet have set in. The day was one of those regarded 
as inauspicious for marriages, and marked no great 
religious festival.

those responsible for the framing of the papers were 

“religious sects” and “caste.” There is a tendency to 

t ramification which makes the first question 

iffcult to answer, and the second was regarded as 

inadvisable by some authorities, but was finally included 
by order of the Governor-General. 

The first regular counters of the people were the 
Roman censorse—whence the term “census.” Solon 
was the first to count the Greeks. No census was 
taken in Europe during the middle Ages; they were 
considered contrary to the law of the Church. Sweden 
took the first scientifically conducted census in 1749.

8,000 bags of linseed. 


This splendid vessel was quite mysteriously converted 


into a lollipop factory when at sea, and nobody knew 
oe at all about it. 


er , as described, was stowed away in four 


different holds of the ship, and the work of unloading 
commenced on the day following her arrival. 


The ship and dock hands rapidly cleared the first, 


second and fourth holds, without experiencing any 
difficulty, but when they came to unload No. 3 the 

found that the sugar there had become one solid block 
of a dark brown substance —12,000 baga, equal to 1,000 
tons of sugar, had 


been converted into toffee! 


The mass was as hard as marble, and it was found 


quite impossible to unload it in the usual way. 


The hard substance was firmly attached to the sides 


of the vessel and had incompassed everything else in its 
rip, so nothing could be done but dig the stuff out.

Now, if those 12,000 bags of sugar -had not got 
converted by a mysterious agency into toffee, their 
removal from the asp peel have cost only £35, but in 
the present instance the cost of digging out the hurdened 
stuff cost £470. 

The sugar market has lost 12,000 bags of “ fly fancy,” 


as sugar is called at the docks, but certain sweetstuff 


makers and some breweries have bought the toffee 
between them, giving £7 a ton for it, or less than half - 
its original value. 

Altogether, the making of that thousand tons of 
toffee means a loss of £1,000 in the aggregate, but the 
ship has become famous, for the Charing Cross is now 
referred to as the “ toffee ship.” 

The origin of the metamorphosis cannot be dis- 
covered. 

The sugar was loaded in tropical weather, and those 
particular bags which went wrong mast have contained 
produce which was in an abnormally moist condition, 
and that, owing to prevailing atmospherical conditions, 
und also to the fact that the hold in question is just 
abaft the engine-room, some molecular change must 
have taken place. The subsequent change of ge ii 
ture, from torrid to frigid latitudes, helped to so idify 
the mass.

overy influence which surrounds it in 
play hours as well as in work time, at home 
as well as at school. 

Think of the homes you know with 
children in them. If you watch care- 
fully you will sce how the habits and 
traits of the grown-ups in each are im- 
pressed upon the young ones. 

In some homes the parents are serious 
and thoughtful. They take life gravely, 
and almost unconsciously their children 
do the same thing. Profitable conversa- 
tion is indulged in at meal times or upon 
other occasions when the family is 
assembled, and little by little the children 


- come to realise the value of thought and 


learn how to weigh the problems of life 
for themselves. E 

In others, unhappily, there is little 
gravity of thought. Everything is treated 
flippantly, and even ribaldly. The grown- 
ups do not thean to do harm, but they 
are incapable of seeing how their un- 
seeming levity injures those beneath their 
charge. These children grow up, care- 
Yess and not heeding, taking Hfe as it 
comes and never troubling to speculate 
upon the fature or to attempt to estimate 
facts for themselves. 

How often has one heard with pain an 
impatient parent snubbing an inquisitive 
child. It is in the nature of childhood to 
ask questions, and the parent who checks 
the natural inclination of his offspring 
to acquire knowledge is unconsciously 


‘committing a grave injustice. ‘ 


Certainly children are oftentimes very 
worrying. It ie annoying to the. last 
degree to have an incessant “ why, why, 
why” ringing in your ears when you 
come home from the City fagged out with 
hard work, and anxious, it may be, as to 
the success of your business schemes. 
And yet you must remember that it is 
your duty to your child to be patient on 
these occasions. ; 

Tf you want your child to grow up 
bright, intelligent, and thoughtful, you 
will strive to stimulate his: curiosity by 
making him lucid and _ interesting 
answers. It is wonderful how soon a 
child may be broken of the habit of 


asking silly questions like a parrot, and 


take to making intelligent inquiries, if 
his imaginative faculties are properly 
appealed to. And, remember, that often 
those questions which appear silly to you 
are but the feeble gropings of a childish 
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mind towards something it cannot com- 
prehend. Your own mind was narrow 
and unformed once. 

Never give a child information unless 
you are quite certain of what you are 
speaking about. Sooner or later you 
will be found out, and then the confidence 
which ought to exist between parent and 
child will be destroyed. Better frankly 
confess your ignorance, and take the first 
opportunity of looking the necessary 
information up in a reliable work of 
reference. 

Or better still, if the child be old 
enough, take him with you to the library 
shelves, and there show him how to look 
up what he wants for himself. If he has 
ordinary intelligence he will soon under- 
stand a simple work of reference such as 
Chambers’s Encyclopedia, and will be so 
pleased with himself that he will want to 
repeat the experiment. In this way will 
be formed one of the most valuable habits 
in life—the habit of personally acquiring 
and verifying information. ; 

But be very careful, on the other hand, 
not to put into the child’s hands a work 
of reference which is either abstruse or 
inaccurate.
